them to speak above a whisper, a war of words 
could only be carried on under great difficulties ; 
and as yet, atleast, speaking on the fingers, 
which would also require a knowledge of spel- 
ling, an accomplishment very few of them pos- 
tees, is not introduced to facilitate the inter- 
change of hostilities between those ancient ene 
mies, mothers and daughters-in-law, Yet it is 
not easy to realize the idea of a large family 
circle in which all the ladies sit mute, only con- 
verse among themselves in whispers.
